ment that the position and views of his
country at the Pence Conferencs are to-
day exactly aa they weres outll by M.
Andra Tardiau, former High &ommls-
aloner to the United States and repra-
sentative of France at tha confersnce,
M. de Billy quoted this statement by M
Tardley on January 11 and agaln on
Mnarch 11:

“The treaty of poace and the League
of Nations gan only be one question, and
1 may to-night the Leagus of Natlous
can be founded only on the treaty of
pence, and, on the othar hand, the very
principles on which tha league will be
founded will give thelr lnsting walue to
the olausos of the treaty.”

Mr. de Huly declared that thiz hows
been, throughout the negotiations, the
position taken by the French delegates
1o the conference and was according to
thelr Instructions from the Fronch uvov:
ernment.

“Thore must be no doubt about this"
ba mald. "1 want our friends to know it
and | repoat It

“1 want you also to be warned against
rumors concerning the manner \n which
negotlintiond wre proceeding. It i not
possible that, on such Important and
fiumerous questions, on which depends
for many decades the future of the
world, the opinlons of the whole dele-
gations mhould be at first unanimous
There must be Aifferences at Nrst. Wa
must not allow ourselves to ses Ih thess
differences anything else than the frank
expres=lons of honest minds seeking the
truth, all having come to the peacs tubls
with the utmost good will, all expressing
thémealves strongly and (rankly, because
they have confidence In each other, all
rendy to aceept what will uppear to all
a8 just.

M. de Biily saked hix hearers, us
friends of his country, 1o do France “the
Sreatodt servics you oan now rendar
her,” by alding him in preventing publle
opinlon In the United Statey from belng
misled Ly false rumors and {rom bLelng
Induced to accept uu true vertaln repre-
sentations of present developments which
are likely to be hurmful to France.

“The first rumor against whieh [
want to warn you” he sald, “ls that
shich concernsy the sltuation In the dev-
asiated regions of France, and which, it
it = not stopped, will hamper (he offorts
made in this country to help the relief
work on the other side.

“You have ail haard these rTumors:
Prance s richer than ever, France needs
no more help, France has requested that
ell Hed Crosxs work In France be dls-
continued after April 1, therefors why
should Americans coilect money and
send it to the devaatated reglons?

Devastation Still Is Awfal.

"As rogards the devastated reglons, If
thoso who come back sk)ing that no
help I necemmary had visited those des-
olntod areas they would not, 1 am suyre,
apesak as Lhey do. They would under-
atand the emphatio deninl given, & few
days ago, tIn an interviaw by the Min-
Istry of Liberated Heglona to the ruinors
that France needs no support ln that
WOrk.

**Truas it Is that thess areas cover only
& mnall portion of Franoe. But they
were the richest portlon, vontalning our
bemt coal and lron Neld, most of our fac-
tories and our big Iron and steel works,
Twenty-five per cent, of the tota) taxes
pald In France were raised in these Ine
vaded rogions, which fact will show you
thalr Importance. Now all has been de-
stroyed. It will be yenrs before s ton
of coal In ralwed from the mines which
have been biastad. The factories and
mills have been looted, and will take
months to be equipped and in working
order agaln: 240,000 dwallings have been
totally destroyed, 200,000 partly so in
the nelds the cattle have been destroyed
or stolen, trees have beesn cut, 600,000
worea of foresia have to be replanted,
and in some pliees the soil has boen
plowed so deep by the shells that thers

Bllllons 16 Ald Impoverished,

"Townrd the gsuffering people the
French Government (s dolug e duty,
France has been badly lmpoverishod by
this war, as in order 10 meet her war ex-
jnmen she bas increased har public debt
by about 125 biillen francs. She haw
decided all thoss who have suffered
from the war shall recelve an appro-
printe indemnity wnd as Qarmany prohe
ably will not bo abla to pay for all that
she has wllfully and useless!y dastroviad
these Indemnities will still  Increase
France's debt by muny billlen franca
But am long ae thess Indemnitiesn are
not completely distributed and used to
pay for Bulldings aud equipment or fure
niture, an long as thess forme riy rich
countries have not restarted worl,
long nm thers is amoka coming
out of the stacks, can you lmagine what
will be the moral and material suffer
ings of the people? And do you reslize
that any help In addition to Government
lielp Is welvomed?

Senate Gets Draft.

Hamilton Holt, editor of thie Indepra-
dent, who went abroad In Deceaber an a
representative  at  Versallles of the
Ieague to Enforce Veacs, suggested
yvosterday In his first Interview since
his return the possibllity of the Presi. |
dent touring the country in erder to |
speak In favor of the Leaxue of Na-
tions before presenting the plan to the
Banmte,

Mr. Holt, who favors the league, mada
it plain that he had no news of the
Prealdent's Intentions, but merely men-
tionad the trip as within the power of
the President. He polnted out that Mr.
Wilson could travel from New York (o
Calltornia urging the peopls directiy fo
support the covenant, The Senata would
be powerlesn to acl on the lengue until
Mr. Wilson Tormnlly placed Jt befare
it membears .

Anked If he udvocated auy amendmenls
to the present covedant, Mo, JTolt re-
plisd (hat he parsonally would make it
stronger, rather than weaker, déespite
the attitude of the Benate 1o assarted
that the same Senatars would oppose the
lsague If It were made 10 per cent
wenker and therefore It might just as
wall be strengthened deaplle thelr oppo-
sitlon. The more time that in taken in
taking over the Leagues of Natlons, the
more the approval of it will grow In this
vountry, he asseried

Menroe Dootrine Then Ussless.

Mr. Holt expresasd the opinion that
the constitution of the leaguw iteslf did
away in great part with the need for the
Montoe Dootrine. because It pledged the
assoclated nations (o prevent the glane of
any Individual nation which attempted
by force to cccupy part of Central or
gouth America. The Uniled Btates, he
sald, would probably be permitted to do
the fighting In such s case, since it was
0 the ground.

In the hypothetical cass of Dominica,
for example. where Freuch is the pre-
valling language, desiring to become
part of the French Republlo, Mr. Hoil
awdmitted that If, aftar the protest of the
United States, the alx reprementatives of
the other nations In the league voted to
parmit the annexation, the United States
would have to submit, thus giving up its
aoverslgntly to the extent of permitting
vialatlyn of the Monroe Dootrine,

AMr. Holt declared thers 13 danger
a revolution in Burope If the League
Nations is not formied. The peopls
the various Stutes are counting on [t to
prevent war, he usserted. and thelr lemd-
erm fear violence (f the plan falls through.

Mr. Holt denied that Great Britain is
endeavoring to impose her views and
wishes upon the other prople of the
world In the formation of tha league,
tireat Hritaln, according to the editor,
has Been the closeat frisnd of this coun-
try since the armistice, her delemates
and those of the UUnited Btates standing
tagether., The (déa of the leagie to pre-
vent war was originally that of the
United States, but when it reached idu-
rpe the people selzed upon It as p soln-
tian of the menace of militariem and
bullt it up. going further than the United
diates had originally intended to go, he

The great atidlence thal greetad Prea-
fdent Wilson In tha Matropolitan Opara
House a shor! time ago may have been

Nearly 4,000 friends of 1rish fresdom
ftood and yellsd applause twice an long
veaterday for Justice Danlel ¥, Cohalan
as did the audience Mr. Wilson ad-
dreased on the eve of his departure for
France.
